TEXAS IN BRIEF. 



t 




TEXAS is supposed to have derived 
its name from a small tribe of In¬ 
dians of the village Tehas, on the 

Neches, signifying “friend.” In 1680 
La Salle, the great French explorer, 
penetrated this great Sout h western 
country. On the part of the Spanish, 
Alonzo de Leon, made the first attempt 
to settle Texas, and in 1691, a gov¬ 
ernor and troops were sent here by 
Spain. La Salle called the country 
Louisiana, for Louis XIV. The Span¬ 
iards named it New Phillipines, in 
honor of Phillip V. San Antonio, the 
oldest European settlement in Texas, 
was founded in 1693; Goliad and Nac¬ 
ogdoches in 1717. The foundation of 
the Albino was laid in 1744, and was 
denominated a mission. 

Prior to 1820, Texas was ruled by 
governors. In 1823, Stephen F. Aus¬ 
tin arrived with colonists, when the 
Mexican States of Coahuila and Texas 
were constituted one government, 
with their capital at Satillo. Com¬ 
plaints of failure by these to the Mex¬ 
ican government, finally eventuated 
in the Texas revolution of 1835. On 
March 2, 1836, Texas declared itself 
a free and independent government, 
adopting a constitution un the 17th 
of the same month. The fir>t presi¬ 
dent was David G. Bui net. Gen. Sam 
Houston was made coinmander-in 
chief of the I exas lorces. and after 
terrible fights and struggles the heroic 
band, only one-third in number of 
their enemies, gained the decisive bat-

BILLS AND NOTES. 

The liability of a drawer or endors¬
